May Not Recall Attaches. 

Instructions received today by Count 
yon Bernstorff, the German ambassador, 
directing him to ask fora bill of particu- 
lars, did not state whether or not Ger- 
many would recall the attachés as re- 
quested. 

In authoritative quarters it was stated 
that even if the request is granted the 
German ambassador will not ask safe 
conduct for the two men; that unless the 
United States of its own accord obtains 
safe conduct, not only for Capts. Boy-Ed 
and Von Papen, but for their successors 
to reach the United States the attachés 
will remain in this country in a private 
capacity. 

At the state department there was noth- 
ing to show that the United States has 
modified its original request for a recall— 
namely: that it wishes the two men with- 
drawn from the country.

There was a time, not 
jong ago, when the superior organizing ability of 


one individualistic Englishman with a stock of mod- 
ern rifles and a few cannon and machine guns made 
up an army which won against any of the near 


eastern or far eastern tribes. Superior equipment 
and superior self-confidence won out against re- 
ligious fanaticism armed with ancient implements 


of warfare. The English factory was in a sense the 


father of English conquest. Almost any white man 
of commanding appearance and a little knowledge 
of military matters could ove~come the difficulties of 
a country like Persia and the people in it besides. 

But the English forgot that they were teaching 
these people by defeating them. They forgot at 
Bagdad certainly that the natives armed from Ger- 
man factories and officered with German and Ensg- 
lish taught commanders might make a showing 
against them. The individual initiative ,of the in- 
dividual Englishman was the god in which England 
trusted. But it-does not work as it used to.

PASSED.” 

Chicago reformers who scrutinized the picture of 2 
New York woman ta walking costume recently prob- 
ably felt a bit envious that so tempting an oppor- 
tunity for chastening the world should offer itself to 
their eastern rivals. Length of skirt would be such 
an interesting subject to legislate about. In the 
comments of our own municipal court judges about 
this New York lady, we hear the mutterings of the 
reform spirit. If the costume invades the west some 
of our champions of morals will arise without doubt 
and attempt to pass a law. 

According to our present way of thinking, law is 
the panacea of all social ill. We have been so busy 
for a decade passing ordinances restricting behavior 
that only an attorney learned in the municipal code 
can be quite sure of remaining within the law. 

But it should be called to the attention of all re- 
formers of public behavior that although Chicago has 
ordinances about dancing in restaurants, most of us 
get as much dancing as we want if we can afford it. 
Although the cabaret is under police supervision, the 
cabaret flourishes as garishly as of old. In spite of 
regulations concerning the amount of clothing a 
chorus girl must wear on the stage, our shows are 
becoming progressively more cutaneous. ‘

SHALL OUR DEFENSE BE REAL 
OR A DELUSION? 


If a referendum to the whole American people 
could be taken on the subject of whether this coun- 
try should be provided with fully adequate naval 


ingly affirmative. The remarkable ballot taken by 
The Interior among the ministerial members of the 
Presbyterian general assembly provides eloquent 
evidence of this reassuring state of public opinion. 
Tue Trrsune, which for half a decade struggled in 
a dead water of public indifference toward national 
defense, has felt the deep movement of public opinion 
grow and move onward. We believe the president 
realizes this, though reluctantly, and the great ma- 
jority of congress. There is a small but vociferous 
minority of doctrinaire pacifists and a Jarger minor- 
ity represented by men, like Gov. Capper of Kansas, 
who are unwilling or unable to free themselves from 
the traditional fallacies or sanctified buncombe of 
our military policy in the past. But the difficulty is 
not created by this dissent, which is unavoidable. 

The question is not whether we shall better our 
defenses. It is how we shall better them. It is a 
question of whether we shall listen to men who know 
or men who theorize without knowledge or expe- 
rience. 

As Tue Trrisunr foresaw and pointed out months 
ago when it became clear that defense had become 
the national issue, the chief danger confronting us 
at this time is that, as a result of compromise and 
incompetence, measures may be accepted which will 
not put us in a state of defense but which will serve 
only to deceive us and return us to the false sense 
of security from ‘which the world war Was for the 
time being shaken us. 

It would be better for us to disarm, as the more 
consistent and sincere of the pacifists favor, than 
to delude oursq@ves in this way, spending millions in 
the maintenance of a fabric which the fierce realities 
of war will tear to pieces at the first shock. 

Capt. Reilly, in yesterday’s TrinvNe, outlined the 
plan for army increase approved by the-general staff. 
It is not excessive. It is adequate to our minimum 
needs. Nothing less is. Let us make no mistake 
about that. The Wilson defense plan provides 
neither for the proper defense of our possessions nor 
for the defense against invasion of our.own shores. 
It is an invitation to further self-deceit, an unnec- | 
essary compromise with pacifism and false economy, 
a bridge to security which will break down when it 
is most needed. ® 

The fight in congress and the nation does not turn 
upon preparedness versus nonresistance, defense 
versus pacifism.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL 

HE interest in a new method of 
sewage disposal, proposed in Eng- 
land but developed tn this country, 
is not limited to the large cities 
nor even to the cities. Nobody ts 
satisfied with present methods, and 
everybody knows that there is no guar- 
-antee against sewage caused disease 
where no proper method of sewage dis- 
posal is used. 

The people who have been putting their 
untreated sewage into streams are find- 
ing out that they are doing harm. Some 
grow dissatisfied and stop polluting water 
courses of their own will. Others are 


—~e 

The new method is known by some as 
the activated sludge method and by 
others as the aerated sludge method. The 
principle of the method is purification of 
the sewage by seeding it with active bac- 
teria and then forcing air through it. 
Mr, Hatton of Milwaukee estimated 
that the cost of sewage purification by 
this method will be $4 per million gallons. 
In order to form a rough estimate of the 
cost per day of the method for a com- 
munity multiply the number of people 
using water connected with the sewers 
by 200 and then by 4, and divide by 1,000,- 
000. 
If the people use a large amount of 
water due to the presence of certain in- 
dustries among them, they should substi- 
tute 300 for 200 in the above computa- 
tion. 
Or as the amount of sewage about 
equals the amount ‘of water pumped a 
community can multiply the amount of 
water pumped by the waterworks by 4 
and divide by 1,000,000, 


_ 
Mr. Hatton reports that the sludge is 
worth $12 per ton. The sludge is the solid 
mass which separates from treated sew- 
age. The value of the sludge depends 
upon the constituents of the sewage and 
therefore varies greatly, 
Stockyards sludge may be worth more 
than the figure given for the sludges an- 
alyzed by Mr. Hatton. 
The sludge is without odor. The liquid 
discharged from the tank is clear, non- 
offensive, and incapable of becoming of- 
fensive. The bacterial count has been 
reduced 99 per cent from the number 
present im the original sewage. 

The important point which remains to 
be determined is whether the method wit! 
work in zero weather. Sewage in sewer 
mains is several degrees warmer than 
water in water pipes the same distance 
underground, but at that sewage may not 
be warm enough for effective action by 
the seed sludge when the weattier is very 
cold.

Less important points are the shape 
and size of the tanks and methods of in- 
troducing air into the tanks. Stil! less 
important are the kind of sludge to use 
ae seed, number of hours for aeration, 
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forced by governmental agencies to stop. 


number of hours for settling, and number 
of hours for drawing off. 

Industrial plante may wamt to treat 
their own sewage. For such methods of 
seeding, materials for seeding, and the 
recovery of special values from sludge 
may become the most important points.

communities only it should be stated that 
the experiments up to now have been 
done with small tanks—tanks about large 
enough to care for the sewage for one or 
two hundred people. 

Tanks to hold a million gations have 
recently been put in use. The reports 
are based on results in smaller tanks. In 
Regina they rigged up some home made 
tanks and pumped air through them with 
the engine of an automobile.

| LA MARQUISE 


DE FONTENOY. 


PROPOS of the unveiling yester- 
day by J. J. Jusserand, the popular 
ambassador of France to the Unit- 
ed States, of the equestrian statue 
of the Maid of Orleans, in River- 
fide drive, overlooking the Hudson, in 
New York, a statue which, with its ped- 
estal constructed of the actual stones of 
the dungeon at Rouen.in which the na- 
tional heroine of France was imprisoned 
just before being burned at the stake. 
stones obtained for the purpose by Prof. 
George G. Kunz of Columbia, the eminent 
American mineralogist, to whose efforts 
indeed the entire memorial is mainly due, 
it may be mentioned that at the present 
moment the little house of Jeanne la 
Pastoure, at Domremy, is serving aé a 
fort for the defense of France. 
Surrounded with sandbags and girdled 
with barbed wire, the house has been 
repeatedly attacked by the German in- 
vaders and already has been the scene 
of mapy a bloody encounter. Wave after 
‘wave of the kuaiser’s soldiers has been 
huried against these improvised ram- 
parts and has fallen back im an inde- 
acribable mé@iée, beaten down, so the 
French love to believe, by the influence 
of the statue of the maid, which, miracu- 
lously preserved from injury, still seems 
to protect, with outstretched arms, the 
place of her birth from desecration by 
the foe, 


~~ 

In this connection it is a curious fact 
that while cathedrals, churches, and 
shrines, as well as statues of the founder 
of Christianity, of the Blessed Virgin, and 
of the various saints, have been destroyed 
and profaned everywhere in those parts 
of Belgium and France that have been 
subjected to the horrors of German in- 
vasion, not a single one of the numerous 
statues of the Maid of Orleans has been 
harmed in any way by the kaiser’s troops. 
In fact, they seem to have taken par- 
ticular pains to protect them from any 
sort of injury. 

The explanation for this undoubtedly 
is that Joan of Arc was the chief adver- 
sary in France of the English and that 
most of her battles were fought against 
the latter. Her career indeed as a foe 
of the English is set forth in the finest 
romantic tragedy of the great German 
poet Schiller. There is not a schoolboy 
in Germany who is not acquainted with 
| Schiller’s Jungfrau of Orleans, many of 
them knowing it by heart. It is, there- 
fore, quite natural that the German gol- 
diers should regard her statue with a 
friendly eye in the present war. 


~o- 

Omer Boulanger, president of the Bel- 
gian relief committee in Paris, who has 
just been arrested there along with three 
Brusseis stockbrokers of the name of 
Kidmond 4e Vries and Jules and Edmond 
Samuel on charges of swindles in con- 
néction with Belgian bank notes, was for 
many years the principal chauffeur of 
the late King Leopold of Belgium and 
a man who had been in personal attend- 
ance upon that monarch for years. 

After Leopold's death it was announced 
at Brussels and in Paris that he was 
about to publish his “ Reminiscences,"’ 
which in view of Leopold's mode of life 
and peculiar character would have fur- 
nished, to say the least, some rather racy 
reading. But King Albert made a con- 
siderable addition to the very handsome 
legacy which Boulanger had received 
from his royal master, and with this 
money, added to his “ savings,”’ he was 
enabled to start an automobile and car- 
riage business at Brussels. This pros- 
pered so that in a very short time he 
acquired a fortune sufficiently large to 
enable him to secure election to the Bel- 
gian senate on the Socialist platform. 

For Boulanger, even when in Leopold's 
j service, was a pronounced Socialist. In- 
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By the Brentwood Co. ] 


deed, the members of the royal household 
and the Belgian police repeatedly warned 
the late king against the man, and they 
were never tired of pointing out to the 
monarch the danger of his chauffeur’s 
open profession of rabid socialism and 
his aMliation with the revolutionary lead- 
ers in Belgium and in France. Leopold, 
however, who used to go off on long motor 
excursions with no other attendant than 
his chauffeur, turned a deaf ear to all re- 
monstrances. It was not difficult for him 
to do so, since he was hard of hearing. 
He seemed to take a cynical pleasure in 
discussing politics with Boulanger dur- 
tng their long motor trips. 

On one occasion Leopold remarked to 
his chauffeur, without even the flicker of 
a smile: “‘ You know I am very much of 
« Socialist myself, only my business as a 
king does not permit me to give open and 
practical expression to my convictions.” 

Boulanger apparently took this remark 
of his sovereign to heart. For like him, 
while professing socialiam in the Belgian 
senate, he prudently refrained from put- 
ting his Socialist principles into practice 
and has never dreamed of sharing his 
money with the populace, although prior 
to the German invasion of Belgium he 
often loaned a motor to one or another of 
the Socialist leaders. It was they and 
thetr adherents who sent him to the Bel- 
sian senate as their representative. 


_— 

Gen. Gallieni, France's new nonpolitical! 
minister of war, who has eo much in com- 
mon with Kitchener, both in his past 
career and in his character, made the 
startiing announcement the other day in 
the chamber of deputies that on taking 
office he found that more than half a 
hundred clerks of his department were 
employed in no other duty whatsoever 
than that of receiving, answering, and 
attending to lettera of recommendation 
from politicians and others of influence 
asking favors for this or that officer or 
soldier. He declared that the war depart- 
ment was simply swamped with letters of 
that kind, each of them asking either for 
promotion or appointment to some easy 
berth of the soldier or officer in whose 
behalf it had béen written. 

Gailleni at once issued a public an- 
nouncement to the effect that no letters 
of reco endation of any kind, above 


all no letters asking for favors, would | 


receive any attention beyond being con- 
signed, unanswered and unnoticed, to the 
waste paper basket, and that the only 
recommendations that he would consent 
to consider were those written in behalf 
of officers and soldiers in the field by their 
superior officers. 

Of course the general was called to ac- 
count for this announcement by the 
chamber of deputies and by the senate, 
the members of which saw one of their 
most cherished legislative privileges— 
namely; that of recommending people 
who had sought—and perhaps paid for— 
their influence to obtain official favors. 
annulled 

But Gen. Gallieni declared that such 
letters were subversive of all discipline; 
that they had resulted in thousands of 
young men who ought to be in the 
trenches occupying easy billets, whereas 
men whose wounds and state of health, 
injured by hard campaigning, entitled 
them to spécial consideration and to less 
arduous duties were kept at the front. 
Moreover, he declared that he could not 
run his department if more than fifty of 
its officials, whose services were badly 
needed elsewhere, had their time entirely 
taken up by answering letters of recom- 
mendation.

“Then we ran up to the street again 
and hailed some passing motoris:s and 
they helped us carry her body to “ doc- 
tor, but she was deed, thougt Chum 
lived. We told everybody that Chum bad 
fallen over the bank and she had stepped 
after to eave Chum, and ehe had tumbled 
over. And after everything was done 
Price canceled my notes for $1,209, which 
he held, and gave me $3,500 to boot.” 

Etchelson made his confession in the 
Brevoort hotel and his wife, who came 
with him from Washington, says she 
wil see him through. 

Price was indicted by a Hennepin 
county grand jury last week for bigamy 
and murder. After his wife’s death Price 
sued the city of Minneapolis for $7,500 for 
leaving the bank unprotected. Detec- 
tive Hoy took the stand for the defense 
and revealed Price’s alleged record. 

Forthwith Price dismissed the suit. 
Last Christmas he married Miss Carrie 
Olson. a Minneapolis bookkeeper, while 
his wife wae living. It is said he prom- 
ised Mise Olson to get a divorcee.

Scientist to Tell Chicago Chemists 
How He Discovered Benzol in 
Petroleum.

Dr. Walter. Rittman will tell Chicago 
cheshists tomorrow night how he discov- 
ered the process which will frée this 
country from foreign domination in the 
manufacture of coal tar dyes. He will 
address the members of the American 
Chemical society at the Hotei Shermah. 
Dr. Rittman, who is connected with the 
federal bureau of chemistry in Washing- 
ton, hae discovered a method of extract- 
ing, benzol products from petroleum 
Benzol is the chemica! extracted from coa) 
tar by the Germans and made the base of 
their dyes. It is also the bagze of all nitro 
explosives and synthetic perfumes and 
medicines, 

Prior to the war practically ail benzo! 
was ienported, but as a result of Dr. Ritt- 
man's discovery it is prédicted thie coun- 
try wil) be turning out above five times as 
much as it can use by the first of the year. 
Dr. Rittman has been in charge of the 
goverument’s exhibite at San Francisco.

SALONIKI, Nov. 2,—An aviation accident never had a grander setting. 
In the background, silhovetted against a sky flaming with the gorgeous 
colors of a wonderful sunset, was Mount Olympus, acroés the Gulf of Saloniki. 

In the foreground were the battleships, cruisers, destroyers, transports, 
and merchant ships which have rushed to this Macedonian port since the 
allies have landed, and’ in this distance were other ships approaching with 
thousands of Greek soldiers massed on their decks. — 

We were standing on the deck of the Montenegro, an Italian ship which 
had brought us from Messing and Athens. Ahead lay Saloniki, ite minarets 
glistening in the last rays of the sun and its broad harbor thronged with 
shipping. On the great, sloping hillsides behind the city were the camps of 
thousands of British soldiers. The combination of sunset and city, of Olymi- 
pus with its mythology and Saloniki with 


its history, was one that fairly took

For an hour or more a great white ship had followed us on our way to 
Saloniki and now bad slowed down only a few hundred yards to starboard. 
It was a hospital ship, with the broad green stripe along the sides and with

There was something grim in the arrival of this beautful ship, the rails 
dotted with the blue uniforms of nurses and its broad decks awaiting the 
cargoes of wounded who are soon to come.

As we watched, fairly stunned by the gorgeous burst of colors behind 
the great snow capped mountain, there came the faint humming drone which 
always proclaims an aeroplane, and high to the westward, ontlined with 
cameo clearness against the sky, we saw the flyer, “like a dragon fly.”

OR those who are going out of doors, 

for those who think they must have 

,pomething of a meat nature for 

breakfast, there ie no bit that is 

more palatable than some breakfast 
bacon. It ie just as good for a simple 
luncheon or supper ae for breakfast, after 
which, if not rightly oooked, it has been 
known to give “ heartbfirn.” 

For those who eat little meat, but want 
to be sure to get their 20 per cent of fat 
food a day, the proportion that has been 
regarded as best for normal folk, a few 
slices of bacon can be used to make up a 
day's deficit, even at the dinner hour, 
served with roast fowl or game or with 
corm pone or baked potato or squash. Cold 
fried bacon may also be broken into bite 
and served over a plain leaf lettuce sadad, 
or particularly with string beans so 
served. Bacon fat may be used in making 


le homely, hot salad dressing, which is 


especially good with wax beans. A little 
vinegar is all that is added. Botled cab- 
bage is fried savory in such a mixture. 
People who neglect to keep up the dally 
supply of that most concentrated of foods, 
the greatest of energy and heat making 
food, namely fat, are recklessly exposing 
themeelves to the rigors of winter. Ineuf-
